With regard to the 35 USC 102(e) rejection, it is noted that the fiUng date of the present 
application is April 22, 2004, whereas the filing date of Lim et al. is September 8, 2004. 
Accordingly, the present application has an earlier filing date than Lim et al., and Lim et al. 
therefore does not qualify as prior art under 35 USC 102(e). 

It is further noted that the present application claims priority of Taiwan Application No. 
092112395, filed on May 7, 2003. Accordingly, the May 7, 2003 priority date of the present 
application is also earlier than the September 8, 2004 filing date of Lim et al. A verified English 
translation of the priority document, Taiwan Application No. 092112395, is attached hereto, 
evidencing the Applicant's right to claim the filing date of April 22, 2004 and the priority date of 
May 7, 2003. 

Since both the filing date and priority date of the present application are earlier than the 
filing date of Lim et al., it is unreasonable to reject claims 1-5 and 7-10 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). 
Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the 35 USC 102(e) rejection are respectfully 
requested. 

With regard to the 35 USC 103 rejection, it is noted that claim 6 depends from 
independent claim 1, which should be in condition for allowance. Accordingly, reconsideration 
and withdrawal of the 35 USC 103 rejection are respectfully requested. 

Applicant gratefully acknowledges that the Examiner considers claims 11-19 to be 
allowable. In view of the foregoing remarks, it is respectfully submitted that all claims should be 
in condition for allowance. 

Favorable reconsideration and an early Notice of Allowance are earnestly solicited.
